Rockefeller, 37, the coal miner’s 
daughter, has won a divorce set- 

tlement of $5.- 
500,000, which 
suggests that 
somewhere 
along the way 
she picked up 
bargaining 
skills of John 
L. Lewis, chief 
of the miner's 
union. 

It also star- 
tles one 
to consider that 

Bobo has settled for an amount 
just a little shy of what Secre- 
tary Seward paid the Russians 
for Alaska and more than a 
third of what Thomas Jefferson 
paid Napoleon for the 827,192 
Square miles of land known as 
the Louisiana Purchase. 

We gave the Russians a little 
more than $7,000,000 for the ter- 
ritory of Alaska. The_ good, 
solid, practical people of the 
time assailed Secretary Seward 
vigorously for his wasteful use 
of the taxpayers’ money and the 
purchase was laughed at up and 
down the nation as ‘‘Seward’s 
Folly.”’ 

Jefferson was similarly 
cused and a few of the more 
practical, hard-headed, com- 
mon-sense people of his time 
sought to impeach him for 
spending 15,000,000 good, sound 
dollars for the wilderness from 
which later we made four states 
and parts of nine others. (Arkan- 
sas, Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska 
and parts of Louisiana, Minneso- 
ta, Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, North Da- 
kota and South Dakota.)

Bobo’s settlement also was 
more than half that of the $10,- 
000,000 we paid for the 29,670 
square miles of territory in New 
Mexico and Arizona known as 
the Gadsden Purchase. 

I am not quite sure what all 
of this proves, save that di- 
vorces are very costly things 
for those who can pay for them, 
and dirt cheap for those who 
can’t, as the court calendars in 
in any county will demonstrate. 

Winthrop’ Rockefeller, who 
lives in one of the states formed 
out of the Louisiana Purchase 
(Arkansas), apparently neither 
winced nor cried aloud at the set- 
tlement. The word from Little 
Rock is that he considered it a 
bargain roughly equivalent to that 
made by Seward and Jefferson, 
but that is hearsay. 

Winthrop Rockefeller lives in 
Arkansas and is firmly put down 
there. He dwells on top of a 
beautiful, craggy mountain 
called ‘‘Petit Jean’’ by the 
French explorers who early 
came up the Arkansas River. It 
overlooks that now silted up and 
historic stream. The view, they 
say, is one of pastoral serenity, 
calculated to sooth the nerves of 
a man who has agreed with 
seeming alacrity to a $5,500,000 
settlement.

He has developed on his moun- 
tain top a ranch for the breed- 
ing of the famous Santa Ger- 
trudis bulls, the strain developed 
by the King Ranch in Texas. 
This breed, which is_ part 
Brahma from India, part Short- 
horn and Hereford, is bothered 
not at all by hot weather, but 
thrives mightily and loses no 
weight. 

Winthrop Rockefeller paid 
$53,000 for his first two bulls. He 
has installed a magnificent 
system of irrigation, being fore- 
warned about the _ increasing 
drought conditions, and not wish- 
ing to bothar with wells, the 
river being handy down there 
at the foot of Petit Jean. 

Not only that, but Winthrop 
Rockfeller is happier’ there 
than he has ever been anywhere 
else. He repeatedly says so 
himself. The general impres- 
sion, when he first arrived, was 
that he might be interested in 
Arkansas’ divorce laws, which 
are relatively easy on the dis- 
tressed. He wasn't. 

But, he was interested in Ar- 
kansas itself. During the war 
he got to be close friends with 
two men from that state who took 
him for what he was—just a good 
guy. They treated him as such. 
One of those war-time promises 
to get togéther after the war was 
made. And Rockefeller :kept it. 
He liked what he saw and 
bought in. He and his two 
friends get together often to talk 
old times. He will use the ranch 
as a permanent home, residence 
and base. To be sure he will be 
gone a lot. But it will be home. 
Arkansas genuinely likes him. 
And he is a good, solid citizen. 

There are no Bobo fan clubs in 

Arkansas. 
- Anyhow, it somehow startled me 
that Bobo had got almost as 
much to call it quits as we paid 
for Alaska.

Dairy Industry Needs 
A Little Promotion 


The American people per capita are 
consuming more than 60 pounds less dairy 
now than they were 10 years ago, 
the Department of Agriculture reports. 
Basically that is the reason for the con- 
tinued illness of the industry. 

While consumption per capita has de- 
clined from 752 pounds to 689, average 
production per cow has increased from 
4.600 to 5,400 pounds. The increased pro- 
duction has more than outpaced the in- 
crease in population while consumption 
has declined steadily. 

Higher prices, of course, have caused 
part of the decline in consumption. But 
the industry itself has done little to stop 
it. Promotion and marketing methods 
have lagged behind while substitute prod- 
ucts have resorted to all the tricks of 
modern merchandising. 

Add 10 pounds per year to per capita 
consumption of dairy products and the 
current stagnation in the industry would 
disappear along with the surpluses.

1. The long, haggling, divisive Anglo-Egyptian controversy over 
the Suez has been conclusively and constructively settled. 


2. Progress in the Anglo-Iranian 
oil dispute has now reached a 
point where full agreement can be 
expected shortly. Here is another 
bitter controversy which, since 
1951, has nearly thrust Iran into 
the bear-hug of the Soviet Union. 


3. Finally, the reports from Bel- 
grade and Rome are’ newly en- 
couraging and a compromise of 
the explosive dispute between 
Italy and Yugoslavia over Trieste 
seems definitely in the making. 

Each of these unhappy disputes 
cut a deep hole in the political and 
defensive armor of the free world. 
The settlement of one of them 
would bring visible relief. The set- 
tlement of all three, almost simul- 
taneously, is a source of new 
strength and partnership at a 
time when it is most needed. 

NATO has been absolutely help- 
less to proceed with its plans for 
the defense of the Mediterranean 
as long as London and Cairo have 
been locked in a lacerating dispute 
over the Suez. That barrier has 
now been magnificently lifted. 

Egypt agrees that British troops 
may return in the event of an at- 
tack upon any Arab state or upon 
Turkey and there is provision for 
consultation in the face of threat- 
ened attack. 

A sovereign and _ independent 
Egypt now has its fate in its own 
hands and the West has been true 
to itself bringing this about by ne- 
gotiation. 

For three years Iran’s rich oil 
wells have been unproductive be- 
cause her method of nationaliza-

tion of the oil properties seemed 
unfair to the British operators. 
But patient and generous nego- 
tiations have prevailed and today 
the Iranian leaders have achieved 
the substance of their desires with 
the result that Iranian oil will 
soon be flowing again and Iranian 
resistance to Communist coercion 
is bolder and stiffer than ever. 


Moscow was so fearful that the 
Anglo-Iranian negotiations would 
be successful that it warned Te- 
heran last week that Iran must 
not enter any Western-sponsored 
defense pact. The Iranian govern- 
ment was not impressed by the 
Soviet arguments or intimidated 
by the Soviet threats. It réplied 
that it would join any regional de- 
fense treaty which bolstered its 
own security. Iran is choosing 
freedom. 

The evidence now is that settle 
ment of the Trieste dispute is in 
the making. This will make Yugo- 
Slavia a better ally in the fight 
against Soviet expansion and it 
will make it easier for Italy to go 
forward with the European De- 
fense Community treaty, France 
willing. 

These settlements reflect West- 
ern diplomacy at its best. The 
United States has not been a party 
to these controversies but its good 
offices have been felt and .when- 
ever the negotiations faltered and 
faded — as they often did — Amer- 
ican influence was actively on the 
side of more negotiation. 

The free world is less vulnera- 
ble today at three critical points.

Incumbent senators in Kansas, 
Michigan and West Virginia won 
renomination easily in Tuesday’s 
primary elections. 

In West Virginia, incumbent 
Democratic Sen. Matthew M. 
Neely won nomination to an un- 
precedented fifth term, rolling up 
a crushing margin of three to 
one over the combined votes of 
two opponents. 

Similarly in Kansas, Republi- 
can Sen. Andrew F. Schoeppel 
crushed two little-known foes. In 
Michigan, Republican Sen. Ho- 
mer Ferguson was unopposed on 
his ticket. 


VOTE FOR MOODY 

Patrick VY. McNamara won the 
Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion in Michigan, although a 
heavy vote was cast for former 
Sen. Blair Moody, whose name 
was on the ballot despite his re- 
cent death. 

Michigan voters also selected 
former State Police Commission- 
er Donald S. Leonard to carry 
the GOP gubernatorial banner 
against Democratic Gov. G. Men- 
nen Williams, who was unopposed 
for nomination to run for a fourth 
term. 

The Kansas primary was 
marked by a _ setback for the 
state’s Republican organization 
when Lt. Gov. Fred Hall won 
his bid for the gubernatorial 
nomination. He defeated George 
Templar, who had carried the 
backing of top GOP officeholders 
and officials.

Not as customers, but as on- 
lookers. They delight in tearin 
the colored labels off the pack- 
ages.

No customer is satisfied with 
a prepared basket of fruit, lke 
peaches, says L. V. Roberson, 
manager of a super market on 
Highland avenue. “They reach 
over and take some from an- 
other basket with the result that 
the one they buy has twice the 
amount than we planned. 


HID HULLS 


“Just today, a woman came 
in and bought a bag of beans. 
As she wandered through the 
store she shelled them into an- 
other bag and then hid the hulls 
behind the spice shelf.’ 

It's a good idea to put all 
your eggs in your one basket as 
is illustrated by this trick: 

People open cartons of eggs. 
If they don’t buy them they 
leave the cartons open and the 
next customer, not knowing it, 
picks up the box and eggs crash 
and splatter on floor.

The newest trend in weight 
control is to bring weight down 
to healthy normal before start- 
ing a family. One young woman 
who consulted her doctor about 
starting a family was advised to 
take off a dozen excess pounds 
first. The doctor explained it 
this way: 

“Say vou gain 20 pounds with 
the first baby, and after the 
baby arrives you retain five of 
those pounds, and due to the big- 
ger appetite. gain another five. 
The same thing can happen with 
the second child, and in a few 
short years, you can be 25 pounds 
or more above normal.” 


BECOME BORED 

The doctor told her frankly 
that he had seen so many happy, 
shapely girls lose their figures 
and turn into bored overweight 
women with aches and ailments. 


An Ohioan reduced 22 pounds 
before starting her famfly. She 
writes: “You might be interested 
in knowing that a year ago I 
weighed 150 pounds for my 5'3”’. 
Under my doctor's supervision, 
I reduced to 128 pounds. 

At the time she wrote, she was 
expecting her first child a few 
months hence. We would like to 
hear again from this exception- 
ally wise young woman. 


FOLLOW ADVICE 

If vou are’ excessively over- 
weight, your doctor will suggest 
curbing calories, and he may ad- 
vise that you reduce. However, 
the reducing diet for this period 
is far different than the usual 
low calorie fare. It must always 
be planned to meet the increased 
requirements for the essential 
nutnents. 

The protective materials re- 
quired during this special period 
can be included on 1,400 calories 
a day. Pregnancy is a period 
of growth, so never be so fool- 
ish as to diet on inadequate fare 
or without your doctors ap- 
proval 

The best plan of all is to bring 
your weight to healthy normal 
before starting a family. Also, 
control your weight gains during 
the pregnancy period. 

Case histories show that ex- 
pectant mothers who follow a 
highly protective diet as far as 
building materials go, while 
sharply curtailing sweets and fat- 
tening foods, have normal size 
babies but control their own 
weight gain.

There is no more miserable 
traveling companion than the 
carsick child unless it is the car- 
sick adult. 


The two differ in that the 
adult insists he is going to be 
sick and often won't go at all 


while the child insists he is not 
going to be sick and insists upon 
Romg. 

The car-sick child starts out 
as optimistic as though he were 
headed for the pot of gold at 
the foot of the rainbow. He is 
merry, he is gay. he is talkative 
Then suddenly a little voice pipes 
up, “I feel sick,’’ 

‘IT’S FOR REAL" 

Is it real? Its consequences 
are. An adult may talk or think 
himself into motion sickness, but 
a child rarely does. He simply 
gets sick. Then chaos. 

Many remedies are proposed— 
a tight belt, a piece of candy 
every five miles, staying home. 
etc., but the best remedy lies in 
prevention. Avoid long, unbroken 
journeys, overfatigue, and over- 
excitement, and never give the 
child a large meal before start- 
ing. 

These are the basic rules, but 
there are many tricks that help. 


Dr. Alan Porter, in the British 
magazine, Family Doctor, lists 
these 


Don't drive too fast, especially 
where there are winding roads 
and humps, bumps, and bridges. 

If you have a choice of cars
